WASHINGTON (NC)—Pope Paul VI’s 1968 
encyclical, “Humanae Vitae” (On Human Life), 
which reaffirmed the church’s teaching against 


artificial birth control made one subtle break ° 


with tradition, the effects of which are being felt 


more and more strongly in the past 10 years. - 


Earlier papal pronouncements on marriage 
and birth control were exceedingly wary even of 
endorsing rhythm, or periodic abstinence, as a 
means of avoiding conception. Grave reasons 
were necessary for couples to practice rhythm. 


THE POPE UPHELD that position at one point 
in “Humanae Vitae,” where he wrote that 
natural family planning may be used if “there 
are serious motives to space out births, which 
derive from the physical or psychological 
conditions of husband and wife, or from

attributable to reports of the adverse conse- 
quences of artificial birth control methods than 
it is to any sudden mass urge to conform to the 
teachings of ‘“Humanae Vitae,” but the 
aparatus to handle the defectors from the pill is 
the direct result of the encyclical. 


In 1969, the U.S. bishops launched the 
Human Life Foundation with a $1 million grant. 


The foundation, which has ‘since merged 
(1977) with the Natural Family Planning 
Federation of America, was established 
precisely as a response to the pope’s call for 
increased research to make natural family 
planning less chancy. 


And in 1971, a Cincinnati couple, John and 
Sheila Kippley, started the Couple to Couple 
League, as a means of teaching natural family 
planning. 

THE ORGANIZATIONS came into existence 
when natural family planning seemed to some 
to be beyond resuscitation. Population re- 
searcher Charles Westoff of Princeton wrote in 
the March-April 1976 edition of Family 
Planning Perspectives: 

“The rhythm method...continued the precipi- 
tous decline among whites manifest since 
1965. It seems highly likely that unless some 


new technological developments makeitmore | 
~ reliable, the use of rhythm will d 


further. It attracted less than two percent of 
contraceptors aged 15-24 in 1973. The 

- rejection by Catholic women of the only method 
approved by the Catholic church is no doubt 
still underway.”

Prime Minister Morarji Desai assur- 
ed Catholics in India that the govern- 
ment will not interfere in the papal 
appointment of new bishops in India. 


Although the Catholic church today 
faces spiritual and physical danger 
throughout the world, it also posesses 
a bright future which could be 
dominated by the energy of Third 
World Catholics, according to Father 
Paul M. Boyle, superior general of the 
3,400 Passionist Fathers and Bro- 
thers worldwide.

The number of annulments granted 
in the U.S. church has increased not 
because of a lessened church com- 
mitment to marriage, but because of 
new theological and psychological 
insights, according to Msgr. August 
Moretti, director of the Los Angeles 
archdiocesan Matrimonial Tribunal. 


Fifteen hundred Christians on the 
University of Florida campus and 
other residents of the Gainesville 
community wore armbands bearing 
the yellow Star of David to show 
Christian solidarity with Jews during 
three days in June.

300 from diocese flew east for 
Marriage Encounter convention

AMHERST, Mass.— 
About 18,000 members of 
Worldwide Marriage En- 
counter, including 500 
from the San Diego dio- 
cese, gathered here to 


‘ proclaim, “the family is the 


hope of the world.” 


They traveled from 
throughout the nation and 
from 35 foreign countries to 
the University of Massa- 
chusetts campus here for 
the Fourth International 
Worldwide Marriage En- 
counter Convention. 


DURING one of the 20 
talks, about 400 married 
couples heard David M. 
Thomas, a theologian anda 
consulting editor to Mar- 
riage and Family Living, 
Say: 

“We have been called by 
God to be great saints in 
our marriages and in our 
family lives.” 


Thomas defined spirit- 
uality as a “recognition of 
the deep presence of God, 
which is here in our midst.” 


HE TOLD the couples that 
family spirituality is based 
“on the things we do in 
everyday life.” 


Thomas’ ideas’ were a- - 


mong the many aspects of 
the convention theme, 


‘ “Focus on Family.” 
The convention also ° 


featured the’ exchange of 
views on evangelization, 
parents as educators, fami- 
ly rights, the impact of 
change and family values. 


AMONG THOSE who of- 
fered advice to couples was 
Archbishop Raymond G. 
Hunthausen of Seattle, 
Wash., who urged the parti- 
cipants to “let go all the 
props, let go all the security; 


_let yourself fall totally, 


heartily in the spirit of 
Jesus.” 


The Seattle prelate was 
homilist at the concluding 
ceremony—a _ concelebra- 
ted mass in the university 
football stadium. 


He told the international 
assembly that “Christian 
marriage stands at the 
center of the Christian 
mystery. It is not isolated, 
not closed in. 


“Christian married love 
does not end with itself,” 
Archbishop Hunthausen 
noted, “but is at the service 
of the people of the 
church,” and “is integrally a 
part of the mission of the 
church in the whole world.” 


THE CONCLUDING mass 
had: several hundred con- 
celebrants. Scriptural read- 
ings were given in English, 
French and Spanish. 

The 250 couples from the 
four-county San Diego 
diocese came here togeth- 
er on a chartered flight. 


One of the couples, Jim 
and Mary Riley of Holy 
Family parish, San Diego, 
said, “The main reason for 


-attending the convention 


was to discover to a greater 
degree God’s plan for us. 


“OUR HIGH point,” the 
couple added, ‘‘was dis- 
covering more of that plan, 


and how we can. share the 
good news with our child- 
ren and our church.” 


Convention _ participants 
were united by one com- 
mon element—they all 
experienced a Marriage 
Encounter weekend. 


The program is a tech- 
nique for helping couples to 
increase their ability to 
communicate and share 
deep feelings with one 
another.

Pep from the pulpit 


Who is to blame if the words spoken in the homily 
each Sunday are lackluster and uninspiring? 
According to Charles Reilly, president of In-Person 
Communications, Inc., if those attending mass 
want inspiring messages dramatically delivered, 
rather than the same old homilies droned out, they 
must tell the preacher that. 


“Some clergymen docome tothe pulpit prepared 
only to mouth the same old pieties every week,” 
said Reilly. “Such addresses usually fail to touch 
the lives and souls of the people in the pews. But it’s 
a two-way street. Looking out at a sea of blank faces 
week after week, and getting no reaction, must 
surely sap the enthusiasm of all but the most 
dedicated clergy.” 


Reilly was speaking in New Orleans last week at 
the annual Institute for Religious Communications 
at Loyola University. He specializes in developing 
executive skills, and is former executive director of 
the Catholic Communications Foundation. He told 
the priests attending the Institute: “How many of 
you have ever asked the members of your 


congregation to rate you on content and delivery? - 


Have you ever tape-recorded your homilies to see if 
they bore you?” Reilly is a great believer in six 
minute homilies, or less. As one priest put it tome 
once: the first five minutes is for the good of the 
people, the second five minutes is ego and the third 
five minutes is for the devil. 


Scandal and the sisters 


| remember about 25 years ago, when | was 
chairman of a Catholic discussion group, that the 
priest-chaplain of the group told me we couldn't 
invite a local non-Catholic minister to talk to us 
because “it would cause scandal.” There were 
some strange ideas of scandal in those days. Thank 
goodness we have traveled far since then. 


Another aspect of “scandal in the church” of the 
United States today was told in the story we ran last 
week that there are 18,000 nuns here who are 
alcoholics and that only about 300 are receiving 
help. The figures came from Benedictine Sister 
Stephanie Wardle, of the diocese of Boise, Idaho, 
who is a counselor. 


_- That 12 percent of the nuns in the U.S. can 
- become alcoholics is a sad comment on their 
lifestyle today. Thefe was no indication whether the 


drinking has come with the change out of habits 
(garb, not mannerisms) and greater flexibility of 
community living, or whether this was always a 


problem in convents. Perhaps some sisters can 


enlighten us. 
USD advances 


The announcement last week that our Catholic 
University of San Diego has now entered into 
doctorate jevel degrees is an indication of the 
growing stature of USD. | asked Sister Sally Furay, 
provost and vice-president, whether this program 


of doctorate in education is a step they felt needed 


to be taken for prestige purposes or whether there 
is an unfulfilled demand. 


She said the “feedback from the community is 
that there is a need for this type of program.” And 
that while “USD is not trying to be all things to all 
men (or women), the university does offer a unique 
service to the community in that its philosophy is 
based on value orientation.” 


From the two undergraduate colleges of 25 years 
ago, USD has grown into a significant segment of 
the educational system-of southern California, 
including an excellent law school. And that growth, 
according to Sister Furay, is based on their 
understanding of their position as the only Catholic 
university south of Los Angeles with a value system 
which makes it unique, concerned with the way 
“people threat other people.” 


The doctoral program in education will mean that 
USD will provide many of the education leaders of 
tomorrow, whose background will forever remain 
stamped with the special imprint of Alcala Park. 
It's a “quality program” as Father William Elliott, 
dean, said. There will be only 24 students. They 
can't take any more. 


A succinct comment from Sister Furay: “If the 
independent sector of education does not attempt 
to do what it can best do, it should go out of 
business.” USD is in for a long career. 


“Lay” deacons 


At a recent ordination of permanent deacons, the 
term “lay deacons” was used inadvertantly by one 
of the participants. There are no “lay” deacons in 
the Catholic church, though there are in some other 
Christian denominations. A permanent deacon is 
fully ordained, by the laying on of hands, and is 
therefore in holy orders, a member of the clergy. He 
also lives as a member of the lay community, with 
his wife and family and in his workaday life. But 
“lay” he is not.

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We were talking...about the import- 
_ance of good relationships and how, in 
the last analysis, it does not matter so 
much what one has accomplished as 
what one has been to others. 


Life is primarily a matter of relation- 
ships. To live in harmony, one with 
another, in kindness and generosity, 
with “malice toward-none” is not to be 
weak and malleable, as some people 
have suggested. It is to have the 
strength to subjugate one’s own self- 
interest and boldly to take the risk of 
giving where we may not be received 
and loving where we may not antici- 
pate reciprocation. 


| SUPPOSE if we are honest, the 
failures that most cause us regret are 
the failures in relationships. The 
gentle things we could have done but 
did not. The offerings we could have 
made but would not. The time and 
interest we could have given but let 
our own concerns divert us. 


| remember visiting a man in a 
hospital who had just been told that he 
was suffering from terminal cancer. 
He did not look like a man who had 
received devastating news! He was 
sitting up in bed with a look of 
complete composure and serenity, 


writing letters. 


There were, he said, a few things he 
had to do before dying, a few “wrongs 
to be righted”. There were business 
acquaintances he had not treated 
fairly; old friends that had been 
slighted during the hectic years of 
achievement; relatives to whom he 
had been less than warm. 


HE WAS arespected and successful 


- businessman, but the failures that lay 


heavily on his conscience were all 
relational, hurts he had inflicted upon 
fellow human beings. The pain we 
cause others is a double edged-sword. 
It cuts into our own inner self at the 
same time as it wounds the other. 


A few years ago, shortly before my 


father’s death, my mother expressed — 


concern over him. His health was 
quite good but he-seemed to have a 
premonition of death and was “put- 
ting things in order.” He formed the 
habit of sitting alone and gazing into 
space, often with tear-filled eyes. 


When mother asked him what was 
the matter he replied simply, “Noth- 
ing, | was just thinking about Bob, 
poor old Bob.” Bob was his eldest son 
with whom his relationship had 
always been strained. Since Bob’s 


death on a bombing raid over Ger- 
many during World War II, Dad had 
seldom spoken of him with any sign of 
affection. But now, sensing the end of 
his own life, he sat and wept for the 
failure of that old relationship. 


HOW WE DEPRIVE and punish 
ourselves when we are -harsh or 
unforgiving with those people with 
whom we share our lives! And how 
enriched and somehow more inte- 
grated we become when we squander 
our love and reach out to touch them 
in their need. 


To succeed in other fields is 
pleasant—but transient. We may fail 
tomorrow, or our accomplishments 
may abruptly lose their importance: 
But the success or failure of our 
relationships endure and their effect 
upon us—as well as on the other 
person—is not eradicated nor les- 


sened by time. They remain to be 


recalled in gratitude or remorse when 
we make our accounting of the life we 
have led. 


And we all have those failures. The 
more loving we are, the more we grow 
aware of their frequency and gre- 
viousness, and the more we suffer 


from them. But then, too, we are 
humbled and gentled by the con- 
sciousness of fault and grow a little 
more in humanness. 


THE REAL HARM is done, as always, 
by the unacknowledged fault, the self- 
justification and rationalization. It is 
not hard for us to find excuses for our 
bad behavior towards others. They 
deserve it—or they are just plain 
objectionable—or | simply. cannot 
stand them—or we have a personality 


> conflict. 


We are, of course, just plain un- 


_loving! We are so very grudgingly 


forgiving and generous, so sparing of 
the conciliatory response, the honest 
praise, so reluctant to joyfully accept 
others as they are. 


Recognizing our failures in relation- 
ships and understanding those of 


_ other people, perhaps we could learn 


to help each other and give each other 
the chance to overlook the unkind 
word and unfriendly gesture. Resent- 
ment over another’s unkindness only 
does us more harm; attempts to hurt 
another will always boomerang on us. 


It seems foolish to deliberately 
court extra pain!

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Stemming the flow 


What do we really know 
about illegal alien problems? 


By Msgr. George G. Higgins 


For several years Congress has been 
debating what to do about stemming the flow 
of illegal immigrants into the United States. 
So far no laws have been passed on this 
problem, and since we know so little about its 
causes and effects, that’s just as well. 


We do not know, for example, how many 
illegal aliens are in the country. Estimates 
range from four to 12 million, and neither 
Congress nor the executive branch has any 
way of determining which is the more 
accurate figure. Furthermore we know little 
about the impact of illegal immigrants on 
the American economy. 


AT LEAST FOUR or five government 
and private research agencies, including 
Brookings Institute, are studying this problem 
in depth. Their findings will probably be 
available in late 1978. or early 1979. Between 
now and then Congress should, and probably 
will, delay action on the administration’s 
legislative program incorporated in Senate 
Bill 2252. 


To caution delay on the legislative program 
is not to reject that program out of hand, nor 
is it to suggest that there is any alternate sure- 
fire solution. 


As the Washington Star put it some 
months ago, “A flawless formula would be 
irreproachably humane to the people 
affected, would stop the massive flow of 
unlawful entrants to the country and would 
avoid any curtailment or threat to American 
liberty. There is no way to meet these 
requirements in full simultaneously.” 


THE STAR’S point is well taken, as the 
obvious weaknesses in the administration’s 
omnibus bill clearly indicate. This bill would: 


—Make unlawful the hiring of undocu- 
mented aliens, with enforcement by the 
Justice Department against those employers 
who engage in a “pattern or practice” of such 
hiring. 


—Increase significantly the enforcement of 
the Fair Labor Standards Act and the federal 
Farm Labor Contractor Registration Act, 
targeted to areas where heavy illegal alien 


hiring occurs. 


' —Adjust the status of illegal aliens who 
have lived in the United States for seven or 
more years. They would be granted perma- 
nent resident status if they applied and after 
five years could apply for U.S. citizenship. 


—lllegal aliens who lived here prior to 
January 1977 could apply for temporary 
resident status for five years. A final decision 
on their status would not be made until more 
exact information about their number, 
location, family size and economic situation 
was collected and reviewed. Those who 
entered the United States after Jan. 1, 1977, 
and those who did not apply for adjustment of 
status within a year, would be deported if 
caught. 


—Substantially increase resources avail- 
able to control major entry points in order to 
prevent illegal immigration. 


—Promote cooperation with governments 
of countries which are major sources of illegal 
aliens in an effort to improve their economies 
and help them control alien smuggling rings. 


THE PRESIDENT’S program is admit- 
tedly a patchwork compromise and, as such, 


_is being severely criticized for different 


reasons by different groups representing 
widely divergent viewpoints. 


Hispanic-American and other minority 
groups—together with many religious organi- 
zations, including the U.S. Catholic Confer- 
ence—feel that the president’s program to 
adjust the status of illegal aliens does not go 
far enough. They feel that the “amnesty”

_ How minority Catholics 
fared in the colonies 


By Father Alfred McBride, O Praem 


Never forget that the America of 1776 wasa 
Protestant America. The ideal of freedom of 
religion, born in Roger Williams’ Providence 
Plantation, nourished by immigration and 
economic factors and confirmed by the Great 
Awakening of the 1740s, was a freedom of 
religion for Protestants, not for Catholics to 
any great extent. 


Even in Maryland, supposed to be the 
Catholic colony, Catholics were forbidden to 
worship in public and were excluded from 
voting rights and holding public office as late 
as 1775. Even in the benign domain of William 
Penn, Catholics were not secure in their 
freedom of religion. 


THE PROBLEM of tolerating Catholics 
rested with the whims of the English Crown. 
English kings agreed to freedom for Protest- 
ant sects, but did not look so warmly on 
Catholics. 
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Catholics began to see that their religious 
freedom would ultimately be tied to an 
independent America. They felt that they 
might as well throw in their lot with the 
Protestant colonists and work out the details 
later. 


Other reasons moved American Catholic 
colonists to favor a revolution. The organi- 
zation of the church in the colonies was 
haphazard and chaotic. In 1776 there were 
only about 25 priests altogether in the 
colonies, mostly in Maryland and Pennsylva- 
nia. Many of them were Jesuits, whose order 
had just been suppressed in Europe. 


THUS THEY could not look abroad for 
any leadership. Moreover the Catholic bishop 
of London, charged with overseeing the 
Catholic life of the colonies, was so far away 
that he was basically of no use in fostering the 
growth of the church there. 


The church of the colonies needed 
organization, leadership, its own bishop. 
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section is too limited in scope. 


Other groups—including a minority of 
unscrupulous employers who have benefitted 
from the massive influx of cheap labor—feel 
the president’s effort to stem the flow of illegal 
aliens goes too far. Still others, for example, 
certain segments of the labor movement, feel 
the sanctions proposed against those 
employers who knowingly hire illegal aliens 
are so weak as to be practically meaningless. 


ON THE OTHER hand, Hispanic-Ameri- 
can and other minority groups are wary of 
such sanctions, however weak, and fear that 
American citizens and legal aliens will get 
caught in the illegal alien dragnet and be 
discriminated against in the labor market. 


Until recently, the communications media 
have tended, by and large, to exaggerate both 
the dimensions of the illegal alien problem and . 
it’s allegedly adverse impact on the American 
ecomony and its social institutions. Media 
coverage that is fair can help put this problem 
in better perspective by an in-depth presenta- 
tion of its human aspects. 


The CBS January documentary, “The 
Aliens,” set a good example in this regard. 
Congress, when it considers the administra- 
tion’s program, will be inundated with all sorts 
of arguments in favor of curtailing the influx of 
illegal aliens and even in favor of deporting 
many of those already here. 


Before acting on this matter, our elected 
representatives need to learn, with the help of 
the media, that illegal aliens are human 
beings, not statistics. 


THE END OF A DREAM—The problem of illegal 
immigrants, Msgr.

Hence the 25 priests were very much for 
independence. They may not have had a 
“theology of liberation” as is spoken of 
nowadays, but they did take a favorable 
position on armed revolt against the mother 
country. They were for it plainly and openly. 
And so were many of the Catholic people. 


In this light one can understand why a 
Catholic layman, Charles Carroll, and his 
second cousin, John Carroll the priest, joined 
Benjamin Franklin’s diplomatic mission to 
Canada to get support from the French 
Catholics there for the cause of the American 
revolution. 

HENCE CATHOLIC colonists joined the 
Protestants in urging the cause of armed 
revolt because they had vested religious 
interests as well as the vested economic and 
political hopes of the rest of the population. 
And when the war came, the Catholics were 
there, ready and willing to fight. 


Stephen Moylan served as aide-de-camp to 
George Washington. Commodore John 
Barry functioned prominently in naval 
operations. St. Mary’s county of Maryland 
provided the famed Maryland Old Line 
contingent that helped Washington stave off 
the surrender of New York and stood in 
defense of Boston. 


This Catholic patriotism helped soften 


ingrained Protestant prejudice to some. 


extent. This was dramatized in a sermon by 
the WASP Anglophile clergyman, Jonathan 
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Boucher, urging toleration for Catholics. 

AT THE SAME time, Catholics had to 
endure the ignominy of hearings and bigoted 
outcries from New England and in Philadel- 
phia’s hallowed Carpenter’s Hall against the 
Quebec Act that gave Canadian Catholics a 
privileged position. Prejudicial cries of 
“Romanism” rang out froma building barely a 
block away from what would become known 
as Independence Hall after July 4, 1776. 


Hence Catholics knew they were taking a 
risk in backing the revolution. They might be 
trading the repressive English Crown for the 
equally bigoted American governmental 
policy. They placed their hopes in states’ 
rights. 


The state constitutions of Maryland and 
Pennsylvania would almost certainly grant 
them religious freedom. Thus New England 
could not interfere. They were heartened by 
the strong public backing of George Washing- 
ton. 

IT WAS, however, their courageous 
witness in the war that helped turn back the 
forces of bigotry. As John Carroll put it, 
“Their blood flowed as freely in proportion to 
their numbers to cement the fabric of 
independence as that of any of their fellow 
citizens.” 


Their courage was rewarded. Maryland 
and Pennsylvania granted religious freedom 
to Catholics and the nation’s Bill of Rights put 
everyone on the same footing. 
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The fighting Irish 
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He battled for his church 
in a hostile world 


By Father John J. Castelot 


John Joseph Hughes was one of the 
fighting Irish in an age when the church 
needed not only staunch defenders but 
militant protagonists. 


He was:one of seven children born to a 
struggling farm family in Ireland in 1797. With 
his father and older brother, he came to the 
United States in 1816. The rest of the family 
followed a year later. They settled in 
Chambersburg, Pa. 


YOUNG JOHN worked at a variety of 
jobs, including that of gardener. This 
occupation served him well, for when he 
applied repeatedly to Mt. St. Mary Seminary 
in Emmitsburg, Md., only to be turned down 
because of lack of room, he was hired as a 
gardener. A year later Father John Dubois 
(later bishop of New York) accepted him as a 
seminarian and he was ordained for the 
diocese of Philadelphia in 1826. 


These were hectic days in the diocese, with 
the trustees of the cathedral battling Bishop 


Henry Conwell, and the new priest saw the 
evils of the system at close range. They came 
into even sharper, more painful focus when 
he was appointed pastor of St. Mary 
Cathedral and the trustees refused to pay his 
salary. 


An excellent pastor, he became even more 
prominent as a result of his preaching and 
writing. He openly, vigrously combated the 
bitter anti-Catholicism being propagated in 
non-Catholic pulpits and publications. 


TO FURTHER his campaign he foundeda 
newspaper, The Catholic Herald, and the 
Catholic Tract Society, which turned out 
pamphlets for free distribution. He startled 
the church’s adversaries, who had hitherto 
gone unchallenged, and boosted the sagging 
morale of the oppressed Catholic population. 


Hughes was appointed titular bishop of 
Basileopolis and coadjutor, with the right of 
succession, of New York. He was consecra- 
ted there in January 1838 in old St. Patrick 
Cathedral. That same month, Bishop Dubois 
suffered a stroke. Responsibility for the

In confering an honorary doctorate of 
humane letters on Msgr. George Gilmary 
Higgins in May (it was his second honorary 
degree of the spring), Georgetown University 
saluted him as “a man of the church in the 
modern world.” 


As a consultant at the Second Vatican 
Council and in many other roles, said the 
citation, “he has influenced pope and bishops, 
priests and laity by his writings and by his 
labors. In his weekly...column (The Yard- 
stick, syndicated by NC News Service), he 
has measured attempted solutions to the 
problems of the day by the yardstick of 
reason and faith.” ~ 


MSGR. HIGGINS has been’ and is a 
person of considerable influence. at the 
headquarters of the United States Catholic 
Conference (USCC) where he is secretary 
for research. 


Widely acknowledged as’ one of the 
country’s leading experts on the American 
labor movement, he is a skilled negotiator. He 
has been called upon by U.S. presidents, 
Catholic bishops, and a host of groups to 
bring his knowledge and ability to bear on 
labor disputes and various issues requiring 
political skills of the highest order. 


He has also cemented a reputation as an 
unusually learned man (friends say that when 
he is not speaking or writing he is surely 
reading), eloquent, affable, forthright. about 
expressing his opinions against all comers, 
and possessed of a keen grasp of history and 
the church’s role in present-day affairs. 


MSGR. HIGGINS gave an insight into his 
philosophy in ‘his address on “The U.S. 
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Catholic Church and the Public Order” at the 
Bavarian Catholic Academy in Munich, West 
Germany, shortly after the 1976 U.S. 
presidential campaign. 


After noting that the 19-century American 
church, busy as it was tending to the 
assimilation of its largely immigrant flock, 
found it difficult if not impossible to influence 
public policy to any significant degree, he 
argued that the church became more 
involved after the First World War and the 
Second Vatican Council. 


“Today,” Msgr. Higgins said, “Catholics 
have gone far beyond the point of explaining 
that their religion does not conflict with 
Americanism and far beyond the point of 
simply defending the Catholic faith and the 
rights of the church in the public order.” 


HE ADDED THAT, while American 
Catholicism generally has felt fully at home in 
the U.S. political environment, the church 
today “is fully prepared to dissent, not from 
the American political system as such, but, 


. when necessary, from the prevailing political 


ethos and from specific govermental pro- 
grams in the field of public policy.” 


Last year, at a symposium on unionism in 
Catholic schools, Msgr. Higgins countered 
the arguments of those who said that 
representation of parochial school teachers 
by unions not sharing the Catholic view would 
bring divisiveness or obstruct the building of 
the community of faith. 

He defended the rights of teachers in 
Catholic schools to be represented by a union 
of their choice even though the union’s 
policies might be at variance with church 
positions on such issues as school aid or 
abortion.

diocese devolved upon Hughes, who was 
named apostolic administrator in August 
1839 and succeeded to the See on Dec. 20, 
1842. 


His diocese comprised New York state and 
half of New Jersey, almost 55,000 square 
miles. And to serve the 200,000 Catholics, 
there were just 22 churches. There was one 
religious community, the Sisters of Charity of 
Emmitsburg; all seven parochial schools were 
in the city, together with two of the four 
orphanages. And he had a staggering 
$300,000 debt. 


TO AGGRAVATE his headaches at the 
start, the cathedral trustees challenged his 
authority in February 1839. He reacted 
promptly and firmly..He wrote a pastoral 
letter, had Bishop Dubois sign it, threatening 
to put all the parishioners under an interdict 
unless they rejected the trustees. 


He read the letter at a meeting which he 


convoked and conducted. That ended the - 


trustee problem in New York, except for one 
parish in Buffalo, where the trustees hung on 
for years. 


Then he went to Europe in October 1839 to 
seek aid. Upon his return, he locked horns 
with the privately organized Public School 
Society. This society practically monopolized 
public funds for education in New York City 
from 1825 to 1840. It claimed to be non- 
sectarian, but actually promoted offensive 
anti-Catholic teaching. 


THE SITUATION might not have been 


a a a ate 
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so crucial had the public schools been 
secular, religiously neutral. But they were not. 
Catholics argued that if public funds could be 
used for anti-Catholic education, they could 
and should be used also for denominational 
schools. 


Gov. William Seward agreed, but the city 
and state legislatures were antagonistic. As a 
result of the controversy, the Public School 
Society was dissolved, public school educa- 
tion was secularized, and the parochial school 
system came into existence. 


In 1844 violence erupted in Philadelphia— 
widespread rioting and the burning of several 
Catholic churches. Hughes mobilized his 
people to defend their churches, but forbade 
them to offer provocation to hostile forces. 
His forthright handling of this explosive 
situation, coupled with his courageous stand 
on education, won him national attention and 
respect. 


NEW YORK was made an archdiocese 
and Hughes was namediits first archbishop on 
July 19, 1850. 


He urged Catholic support for the 
Constitution and was on good terms with 
national leaders, including Presidents Polk 
and Lincoln, the latter recommending ta 
Rome that he be made a cardinal. 


In July 1853 Gov. Seymour asked him to 
intervene in the anti-draft riots, and on Jan. 3, 
1864, he died, bequeathing to his archdiocese 
and the church in the United States a secure 
and proud heritage.

‘Teenage pregnancy epidemic’—a scare tactic?

Though Chicken Little may not yet have 
replaced the eagle as the national emblem, the 
nation does seem to move from one dooms- 
day threat to another with astonishing agility. 


The most recent in this accelerating pro- 
gression of impending catastrophes is the so- 
called “teenage pregnancy epidemic.” 

IT HAS ARRIVED just in time, too, to save us 
from the ennui that might have ensued when 
the “population bomb” fizzled, leaving us with 
empty schoolrooms, four million fewer children 
under five in 1974 than in 1960, and suggest- 
ions from the Pentagon that women be trained 
for combat in the man-short army of the 1980s. 


Like others among our recent panics, this 
one also is a bit thin on facts. In fact, both the 
rate and the number of births to teenagers are 
falling. ; 


U.S. vital statistics show that there were 
50,000 fewer births to women under age 20 in 
1974 than in 1970, although the number of 
women in this age group had increased. The 
birth rate fell from 41.8 per 1,000 women and 
girls aged 10 to 19 in 1955 to 29.8 in 1974. 


THE RATE AMONG younger girls, those aged 
15 to 17, has also been falling since 1970, 
though less rapidly than among 18- and 19- 
year-olds. Only about one out of a thousand 
girls 14 or younger gives birth in a typical year. 


Even when allowance is made for abortions, 
teenage pregnancy rates appear to have 
declined significantly over the past two 
decades. 

So what is the “crisis?” There is, first of all the 
litany of numbers: “11 Million Teenagers: What 
Can Be Done About the Epidemic of Adolescent 


Pregnancies,” reads the title of a recent. 


Planned Parenthood booklet. 


THE TITLE, of course, is deceptive; of the 11 
million teenagers, only a small minority are 
pregnant, and the majority of these are young 
married women, starting their families in the 
usual way. 


In addition to the numbers game, the 
doomsayers in this case offer additional 
reasons for panic. There is the argument that 
the proportion of teenage births is rising. But 
this is exactly what we would expect during a 
period when the average size of family is falling 
so sharply as at present. 


In fact, the rising proportion of births to 
teenagers is merely another way of looking at 
the falling proportion of births to women over 
20, as fewer and fewer of these women choose 
to have the third, or even the second, child. 


THEN THERE IS the argument that it isn’t 
good for teenagers’ health to have babies, 
reenforced with assorted “evidence” as proof. 
Even if this were true, it would prove the 
existence of no gathering storm, since fewer 
and fewer young women under 20 are having 
babies. 


In fact, however, a number of careful studies, 
including one recently conducted at the 
University of Rochester, indicate that teenage 
mothers and their babies come through the 
birth experience as well as women in their early 
twenties. 


Also it is claimed that “illegitimate” births to 
teenagers are rising. : 
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NOT AN ‘EPIDEMIC’—In this week’s 
Talking Point, Dr. Jacqueline Kasun writes 
that both the rate and the number of births 
to teenagers are falling, and that statistics 
don’t support the “doomsayers” who 
claim the United States is in the middle of 
a “teenage pregnancy epidemic.”—NC 


IN VIEW OF the blizzard of “statistics” 
blowing about on this subject, it may come asa 
surprise to most readers to learn that no one 
knows how many babies are born to unmarried 
mothers in the United States because 12 
states, comprising one-third of the population 
and including California, New York and Ohio, 
do not record this information on birth 
certificates. 


The so-called ‘‘statistics,” therfore, are 


guesses. These guesses show that between 
1970 and 1974 there may have been an 
increase of some 20,000 (not millions upon 
millions, as implied in some press releases) in 
the number of births to unmarried women 
under 20 in the United States. 


Remember that this estimated increase of 
unmarried mothers under 20 took place at the 
same time as the total number of births to this 
age group fell by some 50,000. 


IN OTHER WORDS, if the estimates mean 
anything, in view of their limitations, they 
suggest that although young women are having 
fewer babies, they may be having a somewhat 
larger proportion of them outside of marriage. 


In other words, marriage may be declining 
even more precipitately than child-bearing 
among the young. Census data show that in 
1960, 76 percent of all 18-year-old females had 
never been married; by 1975 this proportion 
had risen to 84 percent. 

Though Congress is under pressure to vote 
millions for studies of unmarried teenage 
pregancy, such expensive efforts seem hardly 
necessary. The connection between rising 
unemployment rates among younger workers 
and the preference of young people for 
remaining single seems obvious. 
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UNEMPLOYMENT among workers under 20 
is now about as high as it was in the mid-1950s. 
It is equally obvious that rising unemployment 
among these young workers is related to rising 
minimum wages. - 


One of the more impressive claims is 
Planned Parenthood’s statement, recently 
broadcast over national television news, that 
“Adolescents in the United States have rates of 
childbearing that are among the world’s 
highest.” 


This statement appears with an accom- 
panying graph in the organization's booklet “11 
Million Teenagers.” To substantiate the 
statement, Planned Parenthood simply left all 
but three of the more than 30 important 
countries with rates higher than the U.S. offthe 
graph and out of the comparison. 


IN FACT, on a scale of all adolescent birth 
rates for which United Nations estimates are 
available, the United States stands in the lower 
one-third. Again in this case, the figures are 
only estimates. 


There is no doubt, however, that by all 
measures of comparison, American women are 
having fewer children, relative to their num- 
bers, than women in almost all other countries. 


What, then, is the purpose of the teenage 
pregnancy scare? The immediate aim is to 
secure passage of the $142 million teenage sex 
education and birth control appropriation in 
the Carter budget for this year. 


THE MONEY will be spent to support and 
expand the growing.army of “family planning 
experts” in public: health departments and 
private agencies, such as Planned Parenthood, 
which receives most of its income from the 
government. 


The long-term goals of the population control 
lobby are much more far-reaching. Under the 
lobby’s influence, federal expenditures. for 
sterilizations, abortions, and other domestic 
population control activities have climbed from 


~$18 million in 1967 to over $350 million: in 


1977. lf the population controllers have their 
way, these outlays will more than double again 
within the next three years. 


Planned Parenthood, Zero Population Growth 
and other members of the group have recently 
released their fertility control program, 
“Planned Births, the Future of the Family, and 
the Quality of American Life.” 


DESPITE THE FACT that the U.S. birthrate is 
already at its lowest point in history, with the 
population expected to begin to decline, the 
program expresses great concern over “critical 
remaining problems of unregulated fertility.” 


It proposes public spending by 1981 of 
nearly a billion dollars a year on the further 
prevention of pregnancies and birth. It calls for 
expanding “interventions” for “women over 20” 
and “women over age 25 and their partners.” 


_ It advocates more taxfunded abortions, more 
“school-based education programs,” more 
“training in sterilization techniques,” and 
perhaps most intriguing, “genetic screening.” 

THE PLAN concludes that this energetic and 
thorough program of stamping out births is 
“critically important for the health and well- 
being of future generations...” 

Which raises the question, what future 
generations?

reason to revise his assessment, Westoff said 
that he had none based on his own research. 
. However, he added, a survey by the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare’s 
National Center for Health Statistics indicated 


that while in 1973 1.4 percent of all women. 


practiced natural family planning, the figure 
had gone up to 2.6 percent by 1976. 


MUCH OF THE NEW interest in natural 
methods has been stimulated by revelations 
about the pill’s side effects. 


In October 1977 a British study was made 
public which showed that women who used the 
pill continuously for five years had death rates 
almost 10 times those of women who had never 
used the pill. The study, which was based on 
46,000 women, showed the pill to be particu- 
larly dangerous for women who smoked and 
those over 35. 


The other medical birth control method, the 
intrauterine device, which prevents implanta- 
tion of the fertilized ovum in the womb, caused 

~side effects in many women. Several maternal 
deaths from septic spontaneous abortion were 
laid to the intrauterine device, and many users 
had problems with pain and bleeding. 


LARGE NUMBERS of U.S. couples began to 
choose sterilization. According to the National 
Center for Health Statistics, by 1976, 28.3 
percent of those couples with the women 
between 15 and 44 years of age were surgically 
sterilized. That figure was up from 22.9 percent 
in 1973. 


Despite the side effects of the artificial. 


methods and the permanence of sterilization, 
natural family planning had difficulty attracting 
followers as long as it carried a reputation for 
ineffectiveness—a .reputation which its back- 
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While calendar rhythm may have resulted in 
many unplanned pregnancies, the systems 
now in use are as effective as artificial means of 
family planning, according to some leaders of 
the natural family planning movement. 


THE CURRENTLY used methods are based 
upon mucus observations, temperature charts 
and cervical changes during a woman's cycle. 


The mucus method, commonly called the 
Billings Method (after Australian physicians 
John and Lyn Billings, who popularized it), 
relies on the fact that fertile mucus is 
observably different-from mucus secreted at 
infertile periods. 


Temperature charts are ena to detect the 
small but definite basal body temperature rise 
which takes place about the time of ovulation. 
This method is often combined with the mucus 
method into what is called the sympto-thermal 
method. 


ANOTHER METHOD involves cervical palpa- 
tion, or the manual detection of the opening of 
the mouth of the womb at ovulation. 


Experts in the field of natural family 
planning insist that a highly motivated couple 
can be as certain of avoiding pregnancy using 
natural methods as they can using the pill. 


They point to a Canadian study which showed 
that couples who plan to have no more children 
used the methods with 100 percent effective- 
ness. Those who plan merely to delay the arrival 
of their next child have lower effectiveness 
rates. 


PARADOXICALLY, the success of patie 
family method has some Catholic leaders 
concerned. Inatalk ata natural family planning 
symposium in Arlington, Va., in August 1977, 
William A. May, associate professor of theology 
at Catholic University, said it would: be “a 
terrible tragedy..if natural family planning were 
to become a regimen for planned non- 
parenthood.”

Pro-lifers pledge stronger political push 


ST. LOUIS (NC)—Politi- 
cians who found abortion a 
hot political issue in the 
past will find it getting even 
hotter if the National Right 
to Life Committee suc- 
ceeds with plans made at 
its recent convention in St. 
Louis.

Pope warns dissidents 
of ‘moment of truth’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC)— 
Hours after traditionalist 
Archbishop Marcel Lefe- 
bvre conducted unauthor- 
ized ordinations in Switzer- 
land, Pape Paul warned 
church dissidents that ‘the 
moment of truth has come” 
for taking action against 
them. 


The pope’s oe came 
as Vatican sources were 
saying that Pope Paul is 
contemplating further dis- 
ciplinary action and per- 
haps even an excommuni- 
cation decree against Arch- 
bishop Lefebvre. 


THE POPE, celebrating a 
solemn evening. mass 
marking the feast of St. 
Peter and Paul andthe 15th 
anniversary of his corona- 
tion, did not directly men- 
tion the archbishop in his 
homily. 


Yet Vatican authorities 
confirmed that the French 
archbishop and other 


church rebels were on the 
pope’s mind during the 


speech. 


“We wish to make a 
heartfelt but firm appeal to 
all those who are commit- 
ting themselves and lead- 
ing others, by words, writ- 
ings or behavior, along the 
paths of personal opinions 
and subsequently those of 
heresy and schism, thus 
confusing the consciences 
of individuals and the whole 
community,” said the pope. 


“WE GIVE them this 
paternal warning: Let them 
refrain from further dis- 
turbing the church. The 
moment of truth has come, 
and everyone must know 
his or her responsibilities 
before decisions that must 
be taken to safeguard the 
faith, the common treasure 
that Christ—who is the 
petra, the rock—entrusted 
to Peter, the vicar of the 
rock,” said the pontiff.

Grease—the plot is essentially Gidget 
meets the Fonz. John Travolta plays the 
leader of a slick-haired coterie, and Olivia 
Newton-John is a sweet, demure transfer 
student from Australia. Naturally they fall 
for each other. 


The relentless preocupation with sex, 
the vulgar dialogue and lyrics and some of 
the dancing are morally offensive. The 
climactic transformation, moreover of a 
sweet young thing into a tough, slinky 
figure hot to trot embodies a philosophy of 
life that many of us would feel the urge to 
take issue with. 


Parents should not let the relatively mild 
PG rating mislead them into thinking that 
the material is innocuous or that “Grease” 
is an appropriate film for their children. 
Objectionable. (PG)
